Shortly before noon yesterday fire 
started in the grass and brush on the 
vacant lot between the building 

and Lima street. It was discovered 
first by Mr. I. L. Ha f^r, who, with a 
carpenter working on his house, im¬ 
mediately started to fight its progress. 
But in spite of their utmost efforts the 
high wind blowing at the time spread 
the flames, and when a representative of 
the News appeared on the scene the 
blaze was spreading in the direction of 
the library and the residence of Mrs. 
Gaskcll. 

It was some time before other help 
arrived, but by hard work, assisted by 
L, R. Smith, City Marshal Caley and 
other arrivals, the spread of the fire 
was checked, and what might have been 
a serious disaster was averted. 

Mrs. L. L. Clark telephoned to the 
school where Mr. N. H. Hosmer was 
superintending the installation of new 
seats, and soon he and a number of the 
large boys were on the scene, but the 
fire was practically under control be¬ 
fore their arrival. 

Mr. Hafer’s house had a narrow es¬ 
cape, anpd for a time the library and 
Ml’S. Gaskell’s home were threatened. 

Therc'^s another fire Tuesday after¬ 
noon in a field north of the residence of 
Dr. Bgrlow, when about six acres of 
tall grass and brush were burned over. 
This fire was discovered by Deputy 
City Marshal W. W. Felgate, who, by 
strenuous efforts, assisted by two or 
three boys, had the fire under control 
before the arrival of Fire Warden Crow 
and others. Mr. Felgate is entitlel to 
much praise for his hard work in fight¬ 
ing this fire. Had it not been for the 
fact that no wind was blowing at the 
time, no one knows what the conse¬ 
quences might have been. 

These fires illustrate the danger of 
allowing dried grass and weeds to re¬ 
main on vacant lots during the dry sea¬ 
son.

The following quotations arc from a 
speech deli vered by President Roose¬ 
velt at Keokuk, Iowa, last Tuesday, and 
reiterate his determination to prosecute 
all law breakers, rich or poor, and to 
protect the legitimate interests of busi- 
nc.ss man and laborer. The president 
said in part; 

“During the last few years we of the 
United States have been forced to con¬ 
sider very seriously certain economic 
problems: We have made a beginning 
in the attempt to deal with the rela¬ 
tions of the national government that 
is, with the relations of the people of 
the country to the huge and wealthy 
corporations, controlled for the most 
part by a few very rich men, which 
are engaged in interstate business—es¬ 
pecially the great rail way corporations, j 
You know my views on this matter, i 
You know that I believe that the na- ! 
tional government, in the interests of 
the people, should assume much the I 
same supervision and control over the ’ 
management of the interstate common ' 
carriers that it now exercises over the ! 
national banks. You know further- I 
more that I believe that this super- j 
vision and control should be exercised j 
in a spirit of rigid fairness toward the i 
corporations, exacting justice from j 
them on behals of the people but giving ! 
them justice in return. 

"One of the most striking features 
of the years which saw the downfall ' 
of the Roman republic was the fact i 
that the political life of Rome became i 
split between two camps, one contain- i 
ing the rich who wi.shed tO' exploit the j 
poor, and the other the pool who ' 
wished to plunder the rich.

tributory cause. If so, friends, so far 
as I am concerned it must be accepted 
as a disagreeable but unavoidable fea¬ 
ture in a course of policy which as 
long as I am president will not be 
changed. 

“A year or two ago certain repre¬ 
sentatives of labor called upon me and 
in the course of a very pleasant con¬ 
versation told me that they regarded 
me as ‘the friend of labor.’ I answered 
that I certainly was, and that I would ' 
do everything in my power for the i 
laboring man except anything that was I 
wrong. I have the same answer to | 


! are peculiarly reprehensible because 
j they are not committed under stress of 
want. 

“Whenever a serious effort is made to 
cut out what is evil in our political 
life, whether the effort takes the shape 
of warring against the gross and sordid 
forms of evil in some mimicipality, or 
or whether it takes the shape of trying 
to secure tlic honest enforcement of the 
law against very powerful and wealthy 
persons, there are sure to be certain 
individuals who demand that the move¬ 
ment stop because it may hurt busi¬ 
ness. In each case the answer must be 
that we earnestly hope and believe that 
there will be no permanent damage to 
business from the movement, but that 
if righteousness conflicts with the fan¬ 
cied needs of business, then the latter 
must go to the wall. We cannot afford 
to substitute any other test for that of 
guilt or innocence, of wrongdoing or 
welldoing in judging any man. If a 
man does well, if he acts honestly, he 


and we are yet a long way from the 
mellennium. We cannot as individuals 
afford to cultivate only the gentler, 
softer qualities. There must be gentle¬ 
ness and tenderness the strongest men 
are gentle and tender but there must 
be al.so covirage and strength. I have a 
hearty sympathy with those who be¬ 
lieve in doing all that can be done for 
peace; but I have no sympathy at all 
with those who believe that in the 
world as it now is we can afford to see 
the average American citizen lose the 
qualities that in their sum make up a 
good fighting man. You men must be 
workers who work with all your heart 
and strength and mind at your several 
tasks in life; and you must also be able 
to fight at need. You women have even 
higher and more difficult duties; for I 
honor no man, not even the soldier who 
fights for righteousness, quite as much 
as 1 honor the good woman who does 
her full duty as wife and mother. But 
if she shirks her duty as wife and
